The Rep u blican go v erno r said 
Demo crat Po well was the archi­ 
tect o f many p o litical co m­ 
p ro mises bu t “there was nev er 
any co mp ro mise in Pau l Po well 
to ward the p arty he serv ed.” 
Po well died Satu rday o f a 
heart 
attack 
in 
Ro chester, 
Minn., where he had go ne fo r 
a checku p at the May o Clinic. 
The state Cap ito l bu ilding 
and the ro tu nda were drap ed in 
black crep e. 


“ In the 40 y ears he sp ent in 
serv ing the to wn o f his birth 
and his nativ e state, Pau l Po w­ 
ell lo ng ago emerged as a 
master p o litician,” Ogilv ie said. 
“ Rep eatedly in tho se fo u r 
decades, he demo nstrated the 
mo st effectiv e characteristic o f 
the master p o litician — the art 
o f creating agreement fro m dis­ 
sensio n, and actio n fro m inac­ 
tio n,” the go v erno r said. 
Ogilv ie said that in “Pau l 
Po well the fighter, there was 
alway s go o d hu mo r, the hu mo r 


o f So u thern 
Illino is and 
its 
clo se ties to the simp le life. 
And there was fair dealing, ac­ 
co rding to clearly u ndersto o d 
ru les, which his allies and o p ­ 
p o nents alike co u ld resp ect.” 
Po well, the go v erno r said, 
had “ scant u se fo r ev asio n 
when 
sim p le 
tru th 
wo u ld 
serv e.” 
Ogilv ie said the q u ality which 
mo st 
distingu ished 
Po well’s 
career, the o ne that “ set him 
ap art 
fro m 
tho se who deal 
briefly in p o litical arts and are 


so o n fo rgo tten 
was that he 
was a man o f his wo rd. 
“ Pau l Po well was a man o f 
his wo rd. No handshake was 
necessary , o nly his p lain sta te ­ 
ment o f his intentio ns,” Ogilv ie 
said.

Making plans for new cutback in Vietnam 
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SAIGON <AP) — The U.S. 
Co mmand began map p ing p lans 
to day fo r a new 40,000-man 
tro o p cu tback anno u nced by 
President Nix o n desp ite rep o rts 
o f a No rth Vietnamese bu ildu p 
in Lao s. 
The U.S. Strategic Air Co m­ 
mand sent its entire activ e P a­ 
cific fleet o f B52 bo mbers o v er 
Lao s fo r the fifth co nsecu tiv e 
day in effo rts to dieck a No rth 
Vietnamese su p p ly p u sh do wn 
the Ho Chi Minh trail to Cambo ­ 
dia and So u th Vietnam. 
Nix o n anno u nced Mo nday in 
Hartfo rd. Co nn., that the au ­ 
tho rized American tro o p lev el in 
Vietnam wo u ld be redu ced to 
344,000 by Dec. 31. Under p lans 
p rev io u sly anno u nced, this is to 
dro p ano ther 6 0,000 men—to 
284,000—by nex t May 1. 
Peak American strength in 
Vietnam was 543,400 in Ap ril 
19 6 9 , and the to tal is no w less 
than 384.000. Nix o n’s withdrawal 
p ro gram began in Ju ne 19 6 9 . 
So u rces in Saigo n said so me 
American u nits are already p o ­ 
sitio ned fo r withdrawal fro m the 
battlefield. The nex t u nits to 
leav e Vietnam are ex p ected to 
inclu de the 11th Armo red Cav al­ 
ry Regiment, the 25th Infantry 
Div isio n and the 1st and 5th Re­ 
giments o f the 1st Marine Div i­ 
sio n. The 7 th Marine Regiment 
o f the 1st Div isio n already has 
been withdrawn. 
In the war, abo u t 30 o f the 
giant B52 bo mbers p o u nded the 


Ho Chi Minh trail. There hav e 
been no B52 raids flo wn in So u th 
Vietnam since last Satu rday 
and no ne in Cambo dia since last 
Thu rsday . 
U.S. Defense Secretary Mel­ 
v in Laird to ld a news co nfer­ 
ence in Washingto n Mo nday 
that there is so me ev idence the 
No rth Vietnamese are attemp t­ 
ing to resu p p ly their p o sitio ns in 
the Lao tian bo rder area. 
So u rces in Saigo n hav e said 
Hano i has begu n its y early 
“dry -seaso n" p u sh o f war m ate­ 
rials do wn the trail to fu el o ffen­ 
siv es in bo th Cambo dia and 
So u th Vietnam. 


The U.S. Co mmand rep o rted 
that 38 No rth Vietnamese and 
Viet Co ng tro o p s were killed in 
two engagements in Qu ang Ngai 
Pro v ince, in the co astal lo w­ 
lands. 
U.S. 
casu alties 
were 
three killed and sev en wo u nded. 
A delay ed rep o rt fro m So u th 
Vietnamese headq u arters said 
fo u r civ ilians were killed and 
o ne wo u nded in a Viet Co ng 
ro cket attack o n Da Nang air 
base early Mo nday . 
In Cambo dia, the war slip p ed 
into o ne o f its p erio dic lu lls. A 
Cambo dian co mmu niq u e rep o rt­ 
ed o nly o ne harassing attack 
du ring the p ast 24 ho u rs. 
The U.S. Embassy in Saigo n 
anno u nced 
that 
Ambassado r 
Ellswo rth Bu nker will retu rn to 
Washingto n early nex t week fo r 
co nsu ltatio ns, to u ching o ff sp ec­ 


u latio n that he will be rep laced 
as ambassado r by William H. 
Su lliv an, dep u ty assistant secre­ 
tary o f state fo r the Far East 
and the Pacific and fo rmer am ­ 
bassado r to Lao s. Embassy 
sp o kesmen indicated Bu nker’s 


trip was in co nnectio n with the 
new American p eace p ro p o sals 
and that he wo u ld be away 
“three o r fo u r weeks.”

Canada, Red China to exchange envoys 


OTTAWA (A P ) — Canada and 
Red China hav e reached agree­ 
ment to establish dip lo matic re­ 
latio ns, 
Fo reign 
Secretary 
Mitchell Sharp anno u nced to ­ 
day . 
In a statement to the Ho u se o f 
Co mmo ns, Sharp said Canada 
reco gnizes the go v ernment in 
Peking as the so le legal go v ern­ 
ment o f China. 
Up to no w, Canada—like the 
United States and o ther natio ns 
—reco gnized 
the 
Natio nalist 
Chinese go v ernment o n Fo rmo ­ 
sa as the legal Chinese go v ern­ 
ment. 
Sharp said Canada and Red 
China will ex change am bassa­ 
do rs within six mo nths. 
Canada 
and 
the 
Peking 
Chinese hav e been nego tiating 
the agreement fo r 20 mo nths in 
Sto ckho lm, Sweden. 
Ambassado r Yu -chu Hsu eh o f 
Natio nalist China said his go o d- 
by s at Ottawa airp o rt. He had 
p ianned to leav e Canada befo re 
the go v ernm ent’s anno u nce­ 
ment bu t his flight was delay ed. 


He said he was distressed by 
Canada’s decisio n. 
Abo u t 100 members o f Otta­ 
w a’s Chinese co mmu nity , many 
carry ing 
Chinese 
Natio nalist 
flags, were at the airp o rt to say 
go o dby . Hsu eh was the fo u rth 
Chinese Natio nalist ambassado r 
to Ottawa since 19 46 . 
A sim u ltaneo u s anno u nce­ 
ment was made in Peking and 
bro adcast by the o fficial New 
China News Agency . 
The bro adcast said that o n the 
to u chy p ro blem o f Fo rmo sa, 
also called Taiwan, Co mmu nist 
China said it “reaffirms that 
Taiwan is an inalienable p art” 
o f its territo ry and “the Cana­ 
dian go v ernment takes no t o f 
this p o sitio n.” 
Canada had been co nsidering 
whether to seek relatio ns with 
mainland China since the 19 50s, 
bu t no actio n was taken u ntil bi­ 
lateral talks began in Sto ckho lm 
in Febru ary 19 6 9 , a mo nth after 
Fo reign Minister Mitchell Sharp 
anno u nced the Canadian inten­ 
tio ns. 


Natio nalist China’s acting fo r­ 
eign minister, James Shen, to ld 
his p arliament in Taip ei an an­ 
no u ncement o f agreement be­ 
tween Ottawa and Peking was 
imminent. He said Chiang Kai- 
shek’s regime wo u ld break rela­ 
tio ns with Canada within 24 
ho u rs o f the anno u ncement. 


Agreement was no t reached 
easily . Ottawa balked at the 
Co mmu nists’ 
insistence 
that 
Canada reco gnize Red China’s 
claim to Fo rmo sa, the ho me o f 
the 
Natio nalist 
go v ernment. 
Dip lo matic reco gnitio n u su ally 


do esn’t sp ecify natio nal bo u nda­ 
ries, and Canada was kno wn to 
co nsider su ch a stip u latio n a 
dangero u s p recedent. 
Bu t Sharp has held thro u gho u t 
to a o ne-China p o licy , and o b­ 
serv ers sp ecu lated that the is­ 
su e was reso lv ed by a Canadian 
p ledge to v o te nex t mo nth fo r a 
reso lu tio n in the U.N. General 
Assembly to seat the Co mmu ­ 
nist regime instead o f Natio nal­ 
ist China in the United Natio ns. 
Tru deau ’s go v ernment has said 
its v o te o n the q u estio n wo u ld 
dep end o n the o u tco me o f the 
Sto ckho lm talks.

An adv ertisement fo r a 
mo v ie 
called “ To ra! To ra! To ra!,” abo ut the 
Japanese attack o n Pearl Harbo r, uses 
an interesting sales pitch. 
“ Once upo n a time America lo st,” it 
reads. “ Think back to y o ur classes in 
American histo ry . They were like TV 
sho ws, with the go o d guy s alway s win­ 
ning. Right? And who were the go o d 
guy s? Us. The white-hatted, clean-liv ­ 
ing, two -fisted ho mbres who nev er 
blew it. 
“ But o n December 7, 19 4 1, we blew 
it. But go o d: ‘The Day o f Infamy .’ Re­ 
member Pearl Harbo r? 
“ Remeber ho w the sun ro se that 
day ? Ho w the planes came up, and the 
bo mbs came do wn. And do wn went the 
Pacific Fleet, do wn went the tho usands 
o f American fighting men. Remem­ 
ber? 
“ Here's a chance to take a real 
clo se, ho nest lo o k. To see that the 
Americans were no t quite so perfect o r 
as co mpetent as the histo ry bo o ks 
wo uld like us to believ e. 
“ The fact is that this attack, which 
marked o ur entry into Wo rld War II, 
was bro ught o n by incredible bungles. 
A series o f erro rs that y o u will no t be­ 
liev e . . . 
“ ‘To ra! To ra! To ra!’ The day the 
man in the white hat go t his ho rse sho t 
o ut fro m under him.’’ 
It co mes as a rev elatio n that the 
histo ry bo o ks hav e been teaching that 
Pearl Harbo r was an American v icto ­ 
ry , and the natio n is indebted to the 
mo v ie pro ducers fo r setting the reco rd 
straight. 
It is quite true that the Japanese 
success at Pearl Harbo r was made 
po ssible by a series o f incredible 
American bungles and erro rs. And the 


greatest erro r o f all was that a natio n 
like the United States co uld believ e it 
co uld iso late itself fro m the rest o f the 
wo rld in a po sture o f military weak­ 
ness and be left alo ne in peace. 
Ev er since that belief went do wn 
with the tho usands o f American fight­ 
ing men o n Dec. 7, 19 4 1, we hav e tried 
to make sure that the erro r o f the 19 30s 
is nev er repeated. Fo r a quarter-cen- 
tury we hav e maintained a po werful 
and ex pensiv e military establishment 
and hav e inv o lv ed o urselv es in all 
kinds o f entangling fo reign alliances 
and co mmitments, “ po lice actio ns,” 
“ brushfire” wars and sho ws o f 
strength. 
Iro nically , that is the actual impli­ 
catio n o f the ad—that a really smart 
ho mbre o ught to hav e been so prepared 
fo r war that no bo dy co uld hav e caught 
him with his guard do wn. 
But that is no t the message o f the 
ad writers. As usual, they are pander­ 
ing to the lo west intellectual lev el, 
which these day s takes the fo rm o f 
kno cking America under the guise o f 
idealism. They are ex plo iting the po pu­ 
lar anti-militarism o f y o ung peo ple, 
who are abo ut the o nly o nes who go to 
mo v ies any mo re. So me o f them un­ 
do ubtedly will get a kick o ut o f seeing 
ho w the Americans o nce go t what was 
co ming to them. But go o d. 
And since histo ry is “ irrelev ant,” 
they can co nv eniently fo rget that it 
was precisely because o f Pearl Har­ 
bo r—which was, as it turned o ut, a Ja­ 
panese bungle—that there was a sequel 
called “ So n o f To ra! To ra! To ra!” in 
which the man in the white hat go t 
back up o n his ho rse and ro de o ff to be­ 
co me the “ war-mo ngering imperial­ 
ist” they lo v e to hate so much.

Age of 'information 
utility' upon us 


By DICK W EST 
WASHINGTON (U P I) -When 
we think of public utilities, we 
generally think of gas, tele­ 
phones and electricity, give or 
take 
an 
occasional 
furnace 
breakdown, 
busy 
circuit 
or 
brownout. 
But there is now, I should 
warn 
you, another 
kind 
of 
utility looming upon the horizon 
—the “ information utility.” 
In another few years, God 
help us, we’ll all be hooked into 
a network of computers the 
way we are presently spliced 
onto the power company’s lines. 
And then we’ll be at its mercy, 
too. 
I learned of this unsettling 
prospect from the American 
Federation of Information Proc­ 
essing Societies, which has just 
published a book titled “ The 
Information Utility and Social 
Choice.” 
It defines information utilities 
as “ mass communication sys­ 
tems in which the consumer 
interacts directly with a net­ 
work 
of 
computers 
via 
a 


remote terminal at his home, 
office or school.” 
Book Provides Picture 
The book, it says, provides “ a 
clear picture of what we may 
expect and how our lives will 
be affected” by this develop­ 
ment. Shucks, I don’t need a 
book for that. 
I can see it all quite clearly 
in the following futuristic news 
story:

Herschel McAlibi, chairman

Some Pakistan 
beggars actually 
are quite rich 


Proposed constitution 


KARACHI 
(U P I) —An in­ 
creasing number of Pakistanis 
are beggars although many of 
them are “ actually quite rich,” 
according to a recent govern­ 
ment survey. 
One family of five beggars, 
the 
survey 
said, 
owns 
a 
television set and other luxury 
households items. 
Four sons of a beggar were 
educated in one of Karachi’s 
best English-language schools 
and have apparently earned 
enough 
to 
build 
their 
own 
home. 
Begging has, in fact, become 
so lucrative in Karachi the 
number of beggars has in­ 
creased from 1,500 in 1965 to 
30,000, according to the govern­ 
ment-commissioned report on 
social evils. 
Ranks Will Swell 
With 
Ramzan 
—the 
holy 
month 
of 
fasting 
—due 
in 
November, the inflow of beg­ 
gars from 
nearby towns is 
expected to swell this city’s 
population to 100,000 or more. 
The survey said that most 
Karachi beggars are “ normal, 
healthy human beings with no 
other disability than a disincli­ 
nation to work.” 
They take to begging because 
its monetary rewards surpass 
the 
low wages of unskilled 
labor fixed recently 
at 
140 
rupees ($29) a month. 
Professional beggars are said 
to 
be 
well-organized. 
They 
assume regular beats and do 
not 
encroach 
on 
another’s 
territory. 
One elderly beggar even 
pays rent to a shopkeeper at a 
busy street junction to beg 
from the sidewalk fronting the 
shop 
Operators Proliferate 
Operators, 
too, 
proliferate 


throughout the city, and are 
known as “ beggar kings” who 
thrive 
on 
the 
“ intake” 
of 
orphaned and kidnaped boys. 
Like something out of Charles 
Dickens, the boys are tran­ 
sported daily to their beats and 
collected at night, fed, beaten 
and 
at 
times 
maimed 
and 
mutilated 
to 
increase 
their 
earning capacity. 
Government and social wel­ 
fare agencies have been trying 
to eradicate this social blight. 
“ But we are defeated by lack 
of funds and Islam’s insistence 
on compulsory charity,” one 
social worker said. 
The worker felt that as long 
as people in the cities continue 
to 
give alms, begging will 
spread 
and 
operators 
will 
prosper.

No major changes 
in legislature

SPRIN G FIELD , 111. (AP) - 
The legislative article of the 
proposed 1970Constitution would 
bring no major structual or pro­ 
cedural changes in the Illinois 
General Assembly. 
The push for cutting the size 
of the legislature from 235, wit 
nessed during the conventior 
and during pre-convention cam 
paigns, never was successful. 
Instead, the convention addec 
one member to the Senate and 
kept the House at 177 members 
over the opposition of reform 
ists, who had sought to reduce 
the Legislature by as much as 
30 members. 
The new Senate would have 
59 members to give the General 
Assembly a total membership 
of 236 instead of 235. 
The proposed article would 
make it easier for the Legisla­ 
ture to override a governor’s ve­ 
to. The majority required would 
be reduced from two-thirds to 
three-fifths, for a six and two- 
thirds per cent reduction. 
Annual sessions of the Legis­ 
lature would be required under 
the new article and the qualifica­ 
tion age for membership in ei­ 
ther house was fixed at 21. A 
candidate now must be 25 to 
run for the Senate and 21 for 
the House. 
The mechanics for adoption of 
bills by both houses remains the 
same under the proposed chart- 


er to be voted on Dec. 15. 
The longest and most emo­ 
tional debate generated during 
the convention by the legislative 
article had nothing to do direct­ 
ly with the procedures or struc­ 
ture of the legislative body. It 
concerned how to elect House 
members. 
The arguments, largely politi­ 
cal in nature, centered on wheth­ 
er to replace Illinois’ unique sys­ 
tem of electing House members 
from 
three-member districts 
with cumulative voting or abol­ 
ish the cumulative vote and cre­ 
ate 177 single-member districts. 
No 
agreement 
could 
be 
reached, and the delegates voted 
to submit the two proposals to 
the voters at the Dec. 15 refer­ 
endum as a separate question. 
Under this arrangement, if the 
new' Constitution passes and nei­ 
ther of the separate questions 
win the necessary majority for 
approval, the provisions of the 
existing Constitution carry over 
to the new. 
Generally, downstate Demo­ 
crats and Republicans opposed 
keeping the cumulative vote and 
multi-memberdistricts. Chicago 
Democrats formed the strongest 
bloc in support of cumulative 
voting. 
As under the existing Consti­ 
tution, the General Assembly 
would be required to reappor­ 
tion each 10 years following the 
federal census. But the proposed 
article spells out a plan for 


reaching a redistricted House 
and Senate which is hoped will 
eliminate the possibility of an 
at-large election. 
The new proposal seeks to 
eliminate any at-large election 
by breaking deadlocks over re­ 
mapping with a blind tie-break 
er drawn randomly by the sec­ 
retary of state. 
The proposal states that if the 
Legislature fails to redistrict by 
June 30 after each decennial cen­ 
sus, a legislative redistricting 
commission of eight members 
shall be constituted by July 10 
to do the job. 
The commission would have 
until Aug. 10 to file u remap 
plan which would have to be ap­ 
proved by at least five commis­ 
sion members. If by Aug. 10, 
the commission falters, the Illi­ 
nois Supreme Court would sub­ 
mit the names of two persons 
from separate political parties 
to the secretary of state for a 
drawing. 
The person selected by tne 
secretary of state would be the 
ninth member of the commis­ 
sion and would act as a tie­ 
breaker. 
This is the plan to avoid a re­ 
peat of the 1964 at-large elec­ 
tion, which produced the bed- 
sheet ballot. 
The Supreme Court ordered 
the at-large election because leg­ 
islators could not agree upon a 
plan for reapportionment.

Tony Cloninger of the Reds 
and Orioles' Eldrod Hendricks, 
will have their respective teams 
facing off today in the third 
game of the World Series. Both 
players have had a long road to 
where they are today. 
The suitcase stickers were 
beginning to crowd one another 
out on Elrod Hendricks’ well- 
traveled luggage. 
There were stop-overs in such 
exotic spots as McCook, Neb., 
Wellsville, Pa., Winnipeg. Mani­ 
toba, El Paso, Tex., Seattle, 
Wash., and 
Nalisco, Mexico 
and. to tell the truth, Hendricks, 
a native of the Virgin Islands, 
was getting a little weary. 
“ I had just about made up my 
mind to stay in Mexico,” said 
Hendricks’, the catcher who has 
delivered key hits in 
Balti­ 
more’s first two World Series 
victories over Cincinnati. 
“ Every year the scouts tell 
you they’re gonna look you over 
and you’re gonna get a shot. But 
it never comes. After awhile 
you just resign yourself to stay­ 
ing where you are.” 
So, Ellie stayed where he was, 
quite content with the $10,000 or 
so he was making in the Mexi­ 
can League. “ We lived very 
well, and I was happy,” he ex­ 
plained. “ But in the back of 
your mind, you always wish you 
could get that shot at the big 
leagues.” 
Hendricks flourished in the 
Mexican League and when he 
walloped 41 home runs in 1967, 
the fans started tagging him the 
home run king of Mexico. 
“ I never could figure that 
out,” he said. “ There were bet­ 
ter guys than me playing there 
but I hit one out of the Mexico 
City Stadium one time and no­ 
body had done that before.” 
E v e n tu a lly , 
H en d rick s’ 
chance came, thanks to Earl 
Weaver, manager of the Or­ 
ioles. 
Weaver had managed Hen­ 
dricks in the Winter Puerto Ri­ 
can League for two seasons and 
was impressed with the angular 
catcher. 
“ You know,” said Weaver, 
“ all of organized baseball un­ 
dersold the quality of the Mexi­ 
can League. There are players 
of major league ability down 
there but some of them aren’t 
willing to leave their homeland. 
Fortunately for us, Mexico isn’t 
Elbe’s homeland.” 
Weaver made a front office 
pitch for Hendricks and the Or­ 
ioles drafted him after the ’67 
season. “ It was like a bolt from 
the blue.” said the catcher. “ I 
had jilst about given up any 
hopes of getting to the majors.” 
The major league minimum 
salary of $10,000 matched Hen­ 
dricks' best Mexican League in­ 
come. And then there was the 
tantalizing post-season pot to 
shoot for. 
“ Imagine that,” said Hen­ 
dricks, his eyes flashing and the 
words rolling slowly off his 
tongue. “ Fifteen thousand dol­ 
lars.” 
That’s the guaranteed winning 
share in this World Series and 
Hendricks’ first game home run 
and two-run game-winning dou­ 
ble in the second one have the 
Orioles thinking about that win­ 
ning share. 
“ We never had anything like 
that in Mexico,” laughed Hen 


dricks. 
Tony Cloninger, another ace 
in the Reds’ staff, scoffs at 
World Series pressure. 
“ Wrhat pressure can there be 
after you face the prospect of 
going blind?” asked Cloninger 
Monday before joining a Cincin­ 
nati Reds’ workout for today’s 
game. 
Cloninger recalled the day in 
1967, when an eye specialist in 
Philadelphia told him, “ I don’t 
want to scare you but you may 
lose sight in your left eye.” 
Cloninger said he went to his 
hospital room, placed a patch 
over his left eye and tried to see 
if he could pitch with one eye. 
The 30-year-old Cloninger, a 


10-year major league veteran, 
has been selected by Cincinnati 
Manager Sparky Anderson to 
pitch the third game of the Se­ 
ries against the Baltimore Or­ 
ioles who lead the Series 2-0. 
“ I ’ve always been able to 
meet a challenge,” said Clonin­ 
ger. “ I've faced a life time of 
challenges. I ’ve been trying to 
come back for four years,” said 
the right-hander who won 54 
games for the Braves from 1964 
through 1966. 
Cloninger told how, with the 
help of medication, he gradually 
improved the sight in his left 
eye. The eye disease flared 
twice, but now it has been 
checked so that he need be 


checked only once a year. He 
now has 20-20 vision. 
Cloninger feels he’s a man 
marked for destiny this season, 
considering that the Reds al­ 
most released him in May, and 
no other club was willing to give 
much for him when the Reds of­ 
fered him for trade. 
“ To be honest,” said Cincin­ 


nati pitching coach Larry Shep­ 
ard, “ if someone had offered a 
new fungo bat, he (Cloninger) 
would have been out. He was 
discouraged with his perform­ 
ance and so were we. Thank 
God nobody wanted him.”

Old pros lead 
Packer victory 


SAN DIEGO (AP) - Green 
Bay’s Packers still must go 
with the old pros in their bid 
for resurgence into National 
Football League prominence. 
As they won 
their 
third 
straight at the expense of a 
plucky but winless San Diego 
Charger club Monday night, 22- 
20, the Packers could thank 33- 
year-old Willie Wood and 36- 
year-old Bart Starr. 
“The way I feel now, I could 
play another 20 years,” de­ 
clared Wood after intercepting 
a 
pass 
from 
young 
Marty 
Domres at the Chargers’ 24 and 
running it back to the 13. 
That defensive gem set up 
a 14-yard field goal by Dale 
Livingston, his third three-point­ 
er of the night, and the one 
that provided the victory. 
After a 6-6 first half that saw 
four field goals, the Packers 
surged back in the third quar­ 
ter, scoring on Starr passes of 
four yards to Jack Clancy and 
two yards to John Hilton. 
With a 19-6 lead, Coach Phil 
Bengston took Starr out, ex­ 
plaining later, “His shoulder 
was bothering him.” 
Don Horn took over at quar­ 
terback only to run into quick 
trouble. Pete Barnes intercepted 
his pass at the Charger 22 and 
returned to the 36. 
With Domres, the second-year 
pro from Columbia, taking over 
at quarterback from starter 
John 
Hadl, 
the 
Chargers 
charged. Domres shot a short, 
swing pass to rookie Dave 
Smith on a play gaining 42 to 
the Packer 22. Jeff Queen lost 


two and then Domres pitched 
out to tight end WiHie Frazier 
on a reverse. Frazier raced for 
the touchdown. Virtually the 
same play had set up an earlier 
field goal. 
Two minutes and 15 seconds 
later, Queen scored from the 
one following a Horn fumble 
at the 10. 
About that time Bengston was 
asking Starr if he could throw. 
“When he said he could, I 
put him back in,” explained the 
coach. 


Controversy had centered on 
the Charger quarterback situa­ 
tion before the game. With Hadl 
in General Manager Sid Gill- 
m an’s doghouse, it wasn’t de­ 
cided until late whether he or 
Domres would start. 
John worked three quarters 
and later commented on reports 
he might be peddled to another 
NFL club. “I don’t know if this 
trade talk had any effect on 
the team. It’s not as easy to 
concentrate with this hanging 
over your head.” 
Livingston’s other field goals 
were from 16 and 27 yards in 
the first half that ended 6-6 
as Mike Mercer was accurate 
from 16 and 29. 
What provided the Chargers' 
their ^iort-lived one-point ad­ 
vantage was a Livingston point- 
after-touchdown try blocked by 
Tom Williams. 
Defensive end Lionel Aldridge 
added to Hadl’s woes. 
He 
sacked the quarterback four of 
the six times he was thrown 
behind the line.

This week we are at the Univer­ 
sity of Illinois attending classes. 
Sounds like fun to some but I 
find it rather hard to get used to 
classes again. They call it Fall 
Conference, but it actually is 
our chance to get caught up on 
some of the latest research, talk 
directly with the staff and plan 
our winter programs for 1971. 
Corn picking is well underw’ay 
in Lee County and there are a 
lot of beans in the bin already. If 
you are drying corn yourself in 
continous or batch dryers, 
make sure you don’t get it too 
hot and add to the problems of 
keeping it in storage. Too high a 
heat can cause stress cracks 
that lower the quality of the 
corn. 
Also, make sure you dry this 
corn thoroughly down near 13 
per cent. 
We have a long time until the 
cold days of December and 
warm corn is hard to keep. 
Don't take it for granted that a 
bin at 14 per cent moisture will 
keep without any problems. The 
migration of air in the bin does 
funny things. Remember, corn 
is a living, breathing organism 
and it can change condition in a 
variety of ways. Watch for 
crusting at the center on the top 
layer and probe to check tem­ 
perature once a week until cold 
weather sets in. 
If you have any in bin dryer, 
don’t keep it running too long on 
the cold days later on. It’s good 
to pull the temperature down to 
35 degrees but if you get it down 
below freezing and then the 
humditv goes up you have one 
giant corn ice berg and you 
can't draw air through it. The 
only way it will thaw out is from 
the outside in. We have a good 
circular on drying shelled corn 
at the office, stop by and pick 
one up

During September and Oc­ 
tober I have presented a major 
lesson in Extension units on the 
many laundry aids that are on 
the market at the present time. 
With detergents being the most 
prevelant laundry aid on the 
market and the laundry aid that 
is used most often in the home, I 
have been asked if we should re­ 
turn to the use of soap for laun­ 
dry because of the pollution 
p r o b l e m s 
c o n c e r n i n g 
phosphates in detergents? My 
answer here would be “ no!” 
The major shift from soaps to 
detergents began in the early 
1940s with the advent of auto­ 
matic washers. Problems with 
using soap that brought about 
this shift 
to detergents 
in­ 
cluded: 
—Soaps created so many suds 
that some of the automatic 
washers developed suds-lock. 
—The build-up of soap curd in 
hard 
water 
areas 
caused 
problems both in washers and in 
clothes. 
—Using 
soap 
for 
laundry 
today means the return of the 
original problems. 
Before 
wash 
water 
can 
perform its cleaning function, 
the washing product must tie up 
the harness minerals in the wa­ 
ter. An average load of dirty 
clothes adds hardness to wash 
water so no wash water is free 
of hardness minerals no matter 
how soft the water. 
Soap ties up the hardness 
minerals by reacting with the 
mineral irons in water to form 
an unsoluble precipitate known 
as lime soap or soap curd. The 
curd picks up soil from the wash 
water. Since some of the soap 
curd-soil complex is deposited 
on the clothes, it grays white fa­ 
brics and dulls colored fabrics 
The problem grows worse with 
repeated washings and as 
fabrics age. In time, the deposit

pesticides 


safely 


As Jack Frost closes out the 
growing season home garden­ 
ers must consider over-winter 
storage of any left over pesti­ 
cides. 
It’s best to purchase only 
enough pesticide material for 
use in one growing season and 
avoid winter storage problems. 
However, you’ll usually have a 
small amount of material left to 
be stored. The following steps 
should be followed: 
—Read the label on liquid 
pesticides to see if they should 
be protected from freezing tem­ 
peratures. Some emulsions will 
separate when frozen. Remove 
such materials from unheated 
garages, and other outbuild­ 
ings. 
—Store all pesticides in a dry, 
well-ventilated room or build­ 
ing away from food, feed or 
seed. Don’t store volatile herbi­ 
cides with other wettable pow­ 
ders, fertilizers, dusts or seeds. 
A separate storage area for 
most herbicides is desirable. 
Check pesticide containers reg­ 
ularly for possible leakage. 
—Don’t 
store 
pesticides 
where their vapors may come in 
contact with fresh vegetables or 
potatoes. 
—Keep the storage area 
locked. Be sure the storage area 
is secure from children, irre­ 
sponsible 
persons, 
pets and 
livestock. 
—Store pesticides in their 
original, labeled containers— 
never in food or drink contain­ 
ers. If a pesticide is several 
years old, check to make sure 
the use recommendations have 
not 
changed. 
If 
they 
have 
changed, note the changes on 
the label or dispose of the pesti­ 
cide. 


Coop meeting at Oregon VFW 


Ogle County 
Cooperative 
leaders including managers and 
board members will meet Oct.

Illinois cooperatives rank 
fourth in the nation in total busi­ 
ness 
volume, 
reports 
the 
USDA’s Farmer Cooperative 
Service (FCS). Only California, 
Minnesota and Iowa coopera­ 
tives exceeded the Illinois total 
for 1968-69. 
Illinois farmer cooperatives 
did nearly $1.1 billion worth of 
business in fiscal year. The per­ 
centage growth in dollar vol­ 
ume was considerably higher 
than the 1.7 per cent national in­ 
crease. 
The FCS figures, issued as co­ 
operatives throughout the state 
and nation prepare to observe 
Cooperative Month in October, 
do not include business transac­ 
tions between cooperatives. 
Marketing cooperatives ac­ 
counted for nearly $841 million 
of the total cooperative business 
volume in Illinois. Farm supply 
cooperatives added another 
$211 million to the total, while 
almost $15 million came from 
related service cooperatives. 
In Illinois, as across the na­ 
tion, the number of coopera­ 
tives with headquarters in the 
state showed a slight decline. 
Also declining slightly was the 
number of farmer-cooperative 
members in the state. In fiscal 
year 1968-69, Illinois had 363 
farmer cooperatives, down 
from 374 the previous year. 
Membership in Illinois farmer 
cooperatives decreased to 401, 
345, down from 410, 810 a year 
earlier. 
The FCS attributes the de-

This type of detergent 
will strip the soap curd from fa­ 
brics through repeated wash­ 
ings. 
—Using a non precipitating 
water softener in the wash and 
rinse water to prevent build-up 
or to remove that which has ac­ 
cumulated. Since the effective 
packaged water softeners are 
based on phosphates, the use of 
soap would not 
solve 
the 
problems of phosphates in our 
water. 
For the cleanest wash, deter­ 
gents with phosphate perform 
better than soap. 


highway departments to adopt 
the same system and to extend 
it to all parts of the country. 
Forest Service officials said 
the new picture-sign system 
could save lives. 
“ The system triggers ‘visual 
thinking’ which is far faster 
than ‘verbal thinking,’ ” offi­ 
cials explained. They said the 
task force committee believes 
this could prevent some road 
accidents because motorists 
reading signs would spend less 
time with their attention divert­ 
ed from driving. 
There are other benefits, too, 
officials said. The pictures can 
be understood by persons of all 
cultures and languages, and 
even by children who have not 
yet learned to read. In addition 
the new signs will be smaller 
and cheaper than older types, 
and officials said the smaller 
signs will cause less “ visual 
pollution’’ of the landscpae. 
Many of the symbols, adopted 
after serveral years of testing in 
connection with a United Na­ 
tions committee, are under­ 
standable without any advance 
word on what 
the 
pictures 
mean. 
A sign bearing a stylized pic­ 
ture of a tent indicates a nearby 
campground; a man on horse­ 
back indicates a horse trail; a 
knife and fork set within a circle 
resembling a plate indicates 
food service; a wrench indi­ 
cates a mechanic is available; a 
bear indicates those animals 
are nearby. 
But some of the signs will re­ 
quire advance knowledge. One, 
bearing only a large question 
mark, means that an informa­ 
tion station is near.
